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HOW TO ORGANIZE A NOTEBOOK 
by Karolann Smith 


First you want to get a large 
notebook, !ike a Trapper Keeper. This 
is a type of notebook that usually comes 
with two or three folders. It is best 
to buy four or five more so that this 
way you will have enough for each class. 
This notebook has a pocket on the side, 
a clip on the back to hold extra paper 
and a pencil. It has a flap which has 
velcro and it folds over to meet with 
the velcro on the book. 


Next you want to label your folders 
with the name of your school subjects. 
It is best to put the label towards the 
upper right-hand corner so you can flip 
though it instead of having to look 
somewhere in the middle for it. Some 
folders have tabs in which you slip a 
piece of paper in the clear window. 
Others you just have to write on the 


folder. For blind people dymo tape 


braille labels are good to use. The 
braille holds up well and the label 
sticks well to the folder. 


Next you want to make sure that 
your folders are in order as your class 
periods. It is much easier to locate 
your class work for that period if they 
are in order. 


There are those of us who are pack 
rats. We just stuff papers anywhere 
because we are in a hurry. Many of 
those papers are useless. I[t is better 
to take a little time to put the papers 
in the right folder than to get them 
mixed up and have to do it later. Be 
sure to sit down every now and then and 
pull out any papers that you don't need. 
Throw them away or put them somewhere 
else. 


Last of all it is a good idea to 
have all your school supplies on hand. 


You ought to have a couple of pencils, a 


couple of pens; if you are a blind 
student, it's good to have a slate and 
stylus, a braille eraser, and an abacus. 


You say you need something to put them 
in? Get a little zip-lock vinyl! bag. 
The zipper kind does not hold up as wel! 
because the zipper wil! break from so 
much use. The bag has four to five 
circles that you punch out and the holes 
are just right for a notebook. It's 
best to put this in the front. This way 
you don't have to waste class time 
searching though a bag or purse to find 
what you need. It is also good to Keep 
extra paper in the front of the notebook 
along with the bag. 


You can get a Trapper Keeper and a 
little school bag at any large 


department store.
